In fact 
the rainfall during that year started 
in the southwestern drought area 
August 19 and contitnued intermit- 
tently into the fall. 


While crops in many great plains 


and southwestern states are almost 
beyond hope, heavy rainfall would 
restore pasturage and put land in 
condition for winter wheat planting. 
The big hope of the weather experts 
is that abnormal rains will help re- 
pair the damage and minimize the 
effect of the drought on next year's 
crops. 


Drought Situation 


As the result of the recent scat- 


tered rains, the drought area was 
pictured today by weather bureau 
officials as follows: 


1. Most of Ohio valley is safe from 


drought. Heavy rains in the past 
week in Ohio, Kentucky and parta 
of Indiana. Western Illinois, hard- 
est hit of Ohio valley, which, on the 
whole, is in good condition. 


2. Hardest hit area is southern Io- 


wa, extreme western Illinois, Mis- 
souri, northern and western Arkan- 
sas, Oklahoma. Bad also in north- 
ern plains states and parts of Texas. 


3. Southern Wisconsin, parts of 


Minnesota and northern Iowa have 
sest crops in western corn belt. 
Some rains in past week. 


Cool Areas 


Cool areas which usually dip down 


into interior United States continue 
to sweep across northern United 
States and Canada. Dr. J. 3. Kin- 
cer, chief ofthe weather bureau di- 
vision of meterology, said this is 
held to be the real cause of the 
drought. 


Temperatures in the drought area 


have been even more phenomenal 
than the scarcity of rain to the 
weather scientists. Dr. Kincer said 
the last 55 days to Fort Smith, Ark., 
have brought temperatures of 100 
degrees or over. 


Since June 30 Kansas City has 


had 39 days of 100 degrees or over; 
Dodge City, Kan., 39; Oklahoma 
City, 38; St. Louis, 23; Des Moines, 
19, and Wichita, 36. The weather 
bureau records fail to show any- 
thing like such temperatures in 
these cities before.

VEN before the depression with its low state of world trade 


and the accompanying problem of agriculture surpluses, 


there was a hitch somewhere in the machinery of distribution. 
One heard, here and there, of farmers who let crops lie on the 
ground or turned pigs into their orchards simply because they 
couldn't afford to market their, stuff, 
the unmarketable pro- 


duce was wanted in many places. 
Lack of co-operation and 


various inefficiencies were the root of the trouble: 


The artificial crop limitation measures, the pig-killing, has 


never met widespread public approval. 
They have seemed 


wicked and wasteful when it was clear that hungry people could 
use more food than they were getting. Yet the same problem 
was there years before, and so was terrific wastage of unlimited 
crops. 


The drouth now has joined forces with the crop restriction 


measures to cut foodstuffs down close to the necessary amounts. 
The carry-over in various lines is going to make the total about 
normal. 
This would seem to be a good time, therefore, to 


tackle the basic problem of efficient and profitable distribution 
of crops, to work toward getting back into the world market 
with future surpluses and to solve the old problem of waste. 


We apparently have the opportunity to start from the bot- 


tom, so to speak, and to work up to a better co-ordination be- 
tween production and consumption.

is CRITICISM PROPER? 


This is still a country of expressed opinion and will continue to be. 


There will be criticism of administrative policies no matter what party is 
In power, and it is right that there should be. Calling those who do the 
triticising narrow, selfish, wicked or immoral will not stop the criticism. 
tt will only .tend to make it more severe. 


It would seem that during the past weeks there has been a spe- 


fial vocal effort on the part of some of those who are supporting the New 
j>eal to condemn those who do not agree with them and have the cour- 
•«e to say so, in spite of the general regimentation that is going on. 
••t it to to be remembered that criticism is always a healthful sign 


In a government like ours. It is an indication that democracy is not 
dead. The only places where- criticism is now silenced are countries like 
Russia, Germany and Italy which have forsaken the paths of democracy 
»nd gone in for complete regimentation which means nothing less than 
autocratic dictatorship. 


Certainly no plan, governmental or otherwise, if it is safe and 


sound, will suffer any by having the full light of public opinion thrown 
on it. If such plan or policy has any weaknesses, its public discussion 
will tend to bring out the defects and give opportunity for revision and 
improvement. Nobody is infallible, not even a college professor, and the 
man who seeks to answer criticism by invective and questioning of mo- 
tive, shows that he either lacks temperament or a good case of perhaps 
both. 


Nor is it a complete answer to demand that the critic immediately 


present a substitute plan which is better than the one attacked. 
Per- 


haps what is required may be not a substitute plan but a paring down of 
the plan already produced or the elimination of some of its features. As 
the Saturday Evening Post well said recently, "If a man is about to jump 
out of a window, it is not necessary to find something else for him'to do; 
to stop him is sufficient." 


Certainly criticism is as legal and fair now as it was in the years 


from 1929 to 1933. The present leadership which was then in the minor- 
ity showed no hesitation in criticising th§ administration then in power. 
The smearing started in early and kept up until March, 1933. It is true 
that we are now in the midst of a serious crisis, but the same was true

Should the London campaign prove more successful than have 


similar traffic drives in American cities, it can not be adduced as an 
argument for the adoption here of British methods. Though a nation so 
accustomed to being "bawled out" by traffic cops and to "Shalt-nots' 
might, because of the novelty of the thing, observe to the very letter a 
campaign conducted on the affirmative plan of the Londoners.

VEN before the depression with iis low slate of world trade 


and the accompanying problem of agriculture surpluses, 


there was a hitch somewhere in (he machinery of distribution. 
One heard, here and there, of farmers who let crops lie on the 
ground or turned pigs into their orchards simply because they 
couldn't afford to market their stuff. 
The unmarketable pro- 


duce was wanted in many places. 
Lack of co-operation and 


various inefficiencies were the root of the trouble.' 


The artificial crop limitation measures, the pig-killing, has 


never met widespread public approval. 
They have seemed 


wicked and wasteful when it was clear that hungry people could 
use more food than they were getting. Yet the same problem 
was there years before, and so was terrific wastage of unlimited 
Crops. 


The drouth now has joined forces with the crop restriction 


measures to cut foodstuffs down close 1o the necessary amounts. 
The carry-over in various lines is going to make the total about 
normal. 
This would seem to be a good time, therefore, to 


tackle the basic problem of efficient and profitable distribution 
of crops, to work toward getting back into the world market 
with future surpluses and to solve the old problem of waste. 


We apparently have the opportunity to start from the bot- 


tom, so to speak, and to work up to a better co-ordination be- 
tween production and consumption.

IS CRITICISM PROPER? 


This is still a country of expressed opinion and will continue to be. 


There will be criticism of administrative policies no matter what party is 
In power, and it is right that there should be. Calling those who do the 
ffiticising narrow, selfish, wicked or immoral will not stop the criticism. 
>t will only tend to make it more severe. 


It would seem that during the past weeks there has been a spe- 


flal vocal effort on the part of some of those who are supporting the New 
(teal to condemn those who do not agree with them and have the cour- 
•fe to say so, in spite of the general regimentation that is going on. 


It is to be remembered that criticism is always a healthful sign 


ifl a government like ours. It is an indication that democracy is not 
dead. The only places where criticism is now silenced are countries like 
Russia, Germany and Italy which have forsaken the paths of democracy 
»nd gone in for complete regimentation which means nothing less than 
autocratic dictatorship. 


Certainly no plan, governmental or otherwise, if it is safe and 


sound, will suffer any by having the full light of public opinion thrown 
on it. If such plan or policy has any weaknesses, its public discussion 
will tend to bring out the defects and give opportunity for revision and 
improvement. Nobody is infallible, not even a college professor, and the 
man who seeks to answer criticism by invective and questioning of mo- 
tive, shows that he either lacks temperament or a good case of perhaps 
both. 


Nor is it a complete answer to demand that the critic immediately 


present a substitute plan which is better than the one attacked. Per- 
haps what is required may be not a substitute plan but a paring down of 
the plan already produced or the elimination of some of its features. As 
the Saturday Evening Post well said recently, "If a man is about to jump 
out of a window, it is not necessary to find something else for him to do; 
to stop him is sufficient." 


Certainly criticism is as legal and fair now as it was in the years 


from 1929 to 1933. The present leadership which was then in the minor- 
ity showed no hesitation in criticising the administration then in power. 
The smearing started in early and kept up until March, 1933. It is true 
that we are now in the midst of a serious crisis, but the same was true 
back in the hectic years which preceded 1933. Certainly constructive 
criticism now is as necessary and in as good taste as it was then.

pay a certain amount per foot front 
each year. 
. 4—A, yearly rental charge of a 
certain amount for each foot front. 
This would give the tenant or own- 
er no permanent right in the sewer 
system and if it could be properly 
arranged so as to collect the pay- 
ments easily, this would be the best 
method for the city.

Taking up the matter of tech- 
nocracy without labelling it that, 
Dr. Hans Hamann writing in the 
magazine of the German Attorneys' 
Verein discusses the possibility of 
forbidding patents or patented pro- 
cesses which are likely to harm the 
working man. 


"It is within our province to en- 
act laws protecting the general in- 
terest of the people from the indi- 
vidual interest of the investor," the 
writer wrote.

SIX ALUMINUM plants have

ill Be Retained 


AAA Plans To Retain Pres- 


ent System In Control 


Of Crops 


(International News Service) 


CHICAGO, Aug. 14.-JJtrong in- 


dication that the agricultural ad- 
numstratipn plans retention of the 
processing tax 'in Its crop control, 
coupled with a sharp upward lift of 
acreage production as a result of 
drought losses was given by Chester 
Davis, AAA administrator here. 


Describing the processing tax "as 


a kind of pump to force circulation 
of purchasing power through our, 
economic system,". Davis said; 


"Suppose the tax is cut off and no 


substitute provided, as 'some disci- 
ples of the old deal advocate, and 
suppose markets, domestic or for- 
eign, are incapable of absorbing all 
the farm products we can produce, 
what would happen? 


Prices Would Collapse. 


"Why, the same thing that hap- 


pened before. 
Farm prices would 


collapse, farm buying would cease, 
city workers would lose their jobs 
and the whole vicious cycle of de- 
pression would once more get under 
way." 


Revealing department plans for 


combating drought shortages, Davis 
said: 


"The drought, with its appalling 


damage, is a circumstance which 
must be given due weight in map- 
ping continued adjustment opera- 
tions. But we have no reason to be- 
iieve that the land of the United 
States has prematurely lost Jts pro- 
ductivity." 


Production control programs are 


now in effect for wheat, cotton, corn, 
hogs, rice and tobacco. 


"Domestic sugar producers will 


feel the benefits of the sugar pro- 
gram this fall," he stated. 


Surpluses Distributed. 


Purchasing power of producers of 


the seven basic commodities first 
named, he said, has been Increased 
70 per cent after allowing for the 
higher prices of things they buy. He 
estimated the purchasing power of 
all farmers has been increased 26 per 
cent by the various recovery forces. 


.Declaring that surpluses of farm 


products have been distributed by the 
federal government to unemployed 
needy "for the first time during a 
depression," Davis said the 3,000,000 
farmers taking part in the adjust- 
ment program want "to produce 
generously and without restraint; it 
goes against their grain not to, but 
each of them have at last served no- 
tice that he and his family must 
have their share."

OIL CITY, Pa,, Aug. 14.—Those 


colorful pages of Pennsylvania his- 
tory when men, elevated to riches 
by their achievement, tapped moth- 
er earth's vast storehouse of "black 
gold" or petroleum ,were recalled 
here by Samuel B. Smith, who 
helped sink the Drake well, as he 
observed his 91st birthday. 


Smith's 91st milestone of life 


marked the 75th anniversary of the 
.discovery of oil. First to witness 
the 
oil spouting from the pipe, 


Smith, then a boy, ran to his father, 
"Uncle'' Billy Smith, shouting, "we 
have struck oil!"

Not all the baseball stars began 


their careers at the positions where 
they later became famous. Some of 
them failed at their original post 
others were forced by injuries to 
seek a new position, while a third 
group, which includes such players 
as Babe 
Ruth and Bill 
Terry, 


changed their jobs because they 
proved to be more proficient in their 
new places. 


The most remarkable change in 
baseball was the one which altered 
Babe Ruth from a great southpaw 
pitcher into the greatest diamond 
idol in history as an outfilder and 
home -run king. 
Babe pitched a 


half dozen years at Boston be'fore 
devoting full time to the outfield. 


Lefty OTDoul tried for eight years 


to be a southpaw pitcher. He spent 
four years in the majors as such 
with the Yanks and Redsox. When 
arm trouble developed, instead of re- 
tiring as many would have done, 
the 
"O'Doodle" started all over 


again as an outfielder. So in 1924 
at 27 years of age Lefty began his 
outfield career which reached the 
climax in 1932 when he led the Na- 
tional league in batting as a mem- 
ber ol the Brooklyn Dodgers. 


Cleveland tried for four years to 


make an infielder out of Riggs 
Stephenson but finally gave up 
hopes. Too many thumbs, said the 
experts. However, In 1925 Riggs be- 
came an outfielder and has since 
been very valuable as a left fielder j 
for the Cubs.

Bob Smith and Red Lucas are 


examples of unsuccessful inlielders 
who made the grade as pitchers 
Smith spent four years as an in- 
fielder before giving it up as a bad 
job.

Can you imagine little Oscar Me- 


lillo or massive Shanty Hogan in 
the outfield? Yet that is the way 
both started their careers. It only 
took Hogan one season to lea'rn thai 
it was easier to crouch his 225 
pounds behind the plate, but Oscar 
played four seasons in the outfield 


Bill Terry. Giant manager, wasn't 


always a first baseman. 
Back in 


1915 Terry was a pitcher of more 
than ordinary promise. In 1917 he 
tried the outfield but did not give 
up pitching entirely until 1923. 


Babe . Herman used to amuse the 


Tans by trying to play first base. 
But Babe couldn't play a position 
where there were impediments to 
trip over so after six years he be- 
came a right fielder. There are no 
bags out there to stumble over and 
Babe has more time to decide where 
the ball is going to light. 


Dale Alexander started his career 


*E an outfielder as did Pepper Mar- 
•n. Dick Porter spent most of his 
eight summers at Baltimore as an 
infielder but was made an outfielder 
exclusively when Cleveland bought 
him. Old Sam Rice started, .put to 
be a. pitcher and as such he reported 
to Washington in 1915. 


Some players have had successful 
careers while roaming from one po- 
sition to another. 
Lew Fonseca, 


George Grantham and Harvey Hen- 
drick have played all spots in both 
the infield and outfield.-

and Grantham played .a dozen years 
in the majors while Hendrick is in 
his eleventh season and still going. 


Mark Koenig didn't have much
